attracted anything like affection or 
uoisy enthusiasm. 
A cigar store Indian is a good sign 
aud faithful to duty in all aorta of 
weather, bitt nobody ever gave three 
cheers for one. 
Look up the public 
Idol* of the d ay-jrou will find them 
Aery human aud full of fault*, which 
may be the very reasons that make 
idoi* of them. They are so much like 
the rest of us. 
Poor old o n ig g in * chose respect 
aud confidence—a cold, but solid, back­ 
ing— aud younger umpire* elbowed him 
aside In the race for public favor. But 
the league iu**sideut—the third oue 
since O Higgins arrival In fast com­ 
pany -advised the younger men to 
copy OTIlgglns' style as much a* pos­ 
sible. 
Noue of them ever succeeded. 
The thirteenth year brought trouble 
with the umpiring staff. There were 
three new men to be tried oat aud It 
Is a great deal harder to find a good 
umpire than it ta to discover a new 
left handed pitcher, l f you do not be 
lieve that u*k the next baseball mag 
nato who happens to run. across you 
In hi* French touring car. 
One of the new rneu was Incom- 
laten t and tried to bluff hi* way 


through. Ile failed. Another had not 
the requisite am ount of firmness neces­ 
sary to handle eighteen high strung 
athlete*. Ball players are like co lta - 
tbey know by instinct whether th e 
driver know* Ixia busine** or uot. The 
third man wa* only passable aud a lt 
towns were howling about incompe­ 
tent umpiring. 
A Jong in June, when the race waa 
stiffening up, Joe B errigan, a veteran 
of tong service, w ent all to smash, aud 
interested parties had no trouble In 
proving th at Joe’* eyesight waa very, 
very laid.

Point Pleasant park in Halifax, N. 
S., haw boon loft in a wild slate. 
Be­ 
yond keeping the roads in excellent 
repair and thinning out the under­ 
growth as needed no attempt has been 
made to improve on nature. 
In addi­ 
tion to the winding interlacing roads, 
there are many alleys and bridlepaths, 
which altogether make ii woodland 
maze. 
Tho thick evergreens form ad­ 
mirable wind screens, and even In win­ 
ter (for comparatively little snow falls 
In Halifax! a walk through one of the 
sheltered avenues with the tide com­ 
ing in over the shingle just down the 
bauk is a pleasure to be remembered.

NATIONAL HOUSING C O U N C I L ^ 


Recent Meeting In Bath, England, D is 
cussed Finance. 
An important conference of the na 
tlojial 
housing 
and 
town 
planning! 
council of Great Britain was recently 
held In Bath, England, to consider Hie 
practical administration of the housing 
and town planning act of 11)00 and was 
attended by many representatives of 
western counties. There was consider 
able discussion about the difficulties ex 
perienced in "closing houses unfit for' 
human habitation when there were no 
houses at all, or none at reasonable 
rates, for the riisltouseri persons to go 
Into. The views expressed were to the 
effect that while tin* work of closing 
unfit houses and of supplying suitable 
ones should be in the hands of tin* local 
authorities the state should co-operate 
iii enabling such undertakings to be 
properly financed. A resolution present­ 
ed bv Ilciffy IL Aldrklge, secretary of 
the council, was as follows: 
“That this conference desires to ex­ 
press its opinion 
that every 
effort 
should be made to induce and help 
local authorities to undertake tile sup­ 
ply of houses for the poorest and for; 
those dispossessed by the closing of un­ 
healthy house*. As a means to t b s cml i 
the conference is of opinion t lint mon 
cy should be lent to local authorities' 
for approved housing schemes at a rate! 
of interest and for a period which will 
enable houses to be provided at relit* 
which sin h persons can afford to pay. 
Further, this conference is of opinion 
that, given this financial aid. local au­ 
thorities should accept tile placing Ul*on 
them of such constructive housing no­ 
tion as a statutory duty aud be willing 
to bear tin* whole or part of the sink­ 
ing fund charge* of housing loans." 
This resolution was amended bv add­ 
ing an expression of opinion that th** 
provisions of the housing acts should 
continue to be carried out by the local 
authorities and was then adopted.
